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FOREWORD 


This annual edition of the Hill -Burton Program Progress Report presents national 
and State statistics on the more than 10^000 pro jects which have been approved 
for the construction, modernization, and replacement of voluntary nonprofit 
hospitals and other health facilities throughout the country. The Hill -Burton 
Program's objective of keeping in step with current national and State health 
facility construction needs is reflected In this report. 

In recent years, a major portion of the Hi 1 1 -Burton grant funds has gone toward 
meeting the Nation's $11 billion modernization need. As the tables depict, 
grants to hospitals and other health facilities for additions, alterations, and 
replacements during the past five years have totaled $1,056 million as compared 
with $149 million expended for new construction. Over 75 percent of the funds 
used for the modernization of general hospitals went* to facilities having 100 or 
more beds. 

Still another "new look" being associated with Hill -Burton is the growing trend 
to provide increased assistance for outpatient and rehabilitation facilities. A 
case in point is the Program's 10,000th project which was approved during fiscal 
1969. Recipient of the award was Villa Rosa Rehabilitation Center, a satellite 
of the Santa Rosa Medical Center, San Antonio, Texas. Comprehensive health 
care Is the Center's major objective. 

Many staff members of the Office of Program Planning and Analysis of the Health 
Facilities Planning and Construction Service were involved in producing this 
publication. However, Miss Anna Mae Baney, Special Assistant, and 
Mrs. Angeline D. Ursitti, Chief, Statistical Reports and Records Branch, had 
primary responsibility for its preparation. 

We hope that all of the data presented will be helpful to the many persons and 
agencies Involved in providing better patient care to the people throughout this 
country. 
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LEGISLATIVE BACKGROUND

1949 Amendments to Hospital Survey and Construction Act (Public Law 81-380, 
October 1949) 

Authorized the Public Health Service to conduct and provide grants for 
research, experiments, and demonstrations relating to the development, 
effective utilization, and coordination of hospital services, facilities, 
and resources. (Funds not appropriated until 1956 Appropriation Act.) 

1954 Amendments to Hospital Survey and Construction Act (Public Law 83-482, 
July 1954) 

Broadened program to provide specific grants for construction of public 
and voluntary nonprofit nursing homes, diagnostic or treatment centers, 
rehabilitation facilities, and chronic disease facilities, 

1958 Amendments to Hospital Survey and Construction Act (Public Low 85-589, 
August 1958) 

Gave sponsors who meet the standard eligibility and priority qualifi- 
cations the option to take a long-term loan in lieu of a grant.

$160 million was authorized for modernization and replacement over 
a 4-year period beginning with fiscal year 1966.

$350 million was authorized for long-term care facilities over a 
5-year period. This category combines the previously separate 
grants programs for chronic disease hospitals and nursing homes;

During the past five 
years, however, the percentage going to additions, alterations, ond replacements 
has risen sharply -- accounting for more than 85 percent — as compared with o 
lower percentage being expended on new facilities.

LONG-TERM CARE FACILITIES 

Long-term care facilities include long-term care units of hospitals, nursing 
homes, and chronic disease hospitals. 

The 1,598 long-term care projects have provided 89,313 beds in the following 
types of facilities: 

Units of hospitals 48,772 or 54.6% 

Nursing homes 33,525 or 37.5% 

Chronic disease hospitals 7,016 or 7,9% 

These projects account for 16 percent of oil approved projects and 13 percent 
of the Hill-Burton funds. 

In addition, 7,140 long-term care beds have been constructed in conjunction 
with general or other hospital projects where the long-term care portion of 
cost cannot be separated from other hospital project costs.

NOTE; Federal assislance under the Hill-Burton program is made available 
through annual Congressional appropriations. Each appropriation is 
then allocated among the States and Territories in accordance with 
a statutory formula based on population and relative per capita in- 
come . The legislation provides that these allocations are available 
for the fiscal year in which the funds are appropriated and for the 
succeeding fiscal year. Thus, in effect, each annual appropriation 
is available for a two-year period for each State and for a three -year 
period for the Territories, It should also be noted that beginning with 
fiscal year 1965, 2 percent of the State allocation {up to $50,000 per 
year) could be used by each State "for the proper and efficient 
administration" of their Hill-Burton State Plan, 


Tables 2-3 show the number of projects approved, facilities provided, 
and Federal funds obligated which are produced from each annual 
appropriation. Because of the more than one-year availability of 
funds, the data shown in tables 2-3 for fiscal year 1969 are Incomplete. 
Additional projects may be submitted and approved during fiscal year 
1970 from the remaining unobligated 1969 funds.
